ateoin and humbly begs that, be will DO 
graciously pleased to accept the honorary 
presidency of the council of tho exhibi- 
tion, which will be a living proof that 
Americans desire to aid in the celebration 
of the Queen's jubilee. That the prince 
will decline the oilice is a foregone con- 
clusion.

In a debate in the house of commons 
to-night on Egyptian credits Mr.Goschen, 
chancellor of the exchequer, continued a 
report that the government bad decided 
to cease granting subventions for the 
Egyptian army and the defense of Suakinij 
thus compelling Egypt to provide for the 
doticit in her budget, or to suspend tho 
payment of interest on the national debt.

Word has just been received at Nogales, 
Ar., that Lieutenant Guittdrez, the olllcer 
commanding the soldiers who had a part 
in tho shooting affair with American otli- 
corB recently, was captured Wednesday at 
Buena Vista. 

The Journal dc St. Petersburg accuses 
the Bulgarian dictators, as it calls tho 
regents, of torturing the prisoners who 
took part in the recent revolution and 
committing atrocities under tho name of 
summary executions. 

William 0. Hickman, originally of Phil- 
adelphia but lately of Boston, 1ms joined 
the American colony in Canada after luiv- 
ing, it is alleged, swindled ajiumber of 
Boston capitalists out of between $;i0,000 
and #40,000. 

Rev. Dr. Joseph Parker, pastor of tho 
City Temple, whoso guest Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher was during his recent visit 
to London, publishes a tribute to Boucher's 
memory. He says lie does not hesitate to 
pronounce Beecher tho greatest preacher 
who ever lived. 

James Ferguson, parliamentary secre- 
tary for tho Colonial ollico, stated in tho 
commons* yesterday afternoon that the 
railway being constructed by the Russian 
government from the eastern shore of Che 
Caspian sea lias reached Charjini on the 
river Oxus. 

Count DeLosseps was the guest of the 
Emperor William at. Berlin at a supper 
Wednesday evening and sat at the table 
reserved for the Emperor and Empress. 
Crown Prince Frederick William, timing 
the supper, reminded DoLessops that ho 
assisted in the opening of the Suez canal 
in 1869. 

In Oakland on Wednesday .ludgu (Jib- 
son decided the Todd will case, which has 
been on trial nearly live weeks. The con- 
test was over the alleged will of John 
Morton Todd, an Oakland capitalist, who 
was killed by the cars about two years 
aL;o. He left ail estate valued at §90,- 
000. 

Commander Chadwich, a United States 
attache in London, says, so far as the 
statesnienta about the draughtsman, Kerry, 
who had been dismissed from the Chat- 
ham navy yard, were concerned they are 
merely newspaper talk. The secretary of 
the American legation has continued the 
denial that any British naval plans have 
been obtained by underhand methods. 

Vice-Consul Knight reports to the de- 
partment of statu at Washington concern- 
ing the Transvaal gold fields, that the 
wonderful Shclba reef has been eclipsed 
by another reef discovered last summer 
and known as the Thomas reef, from 
which samples of quartz weighing .'1,000 
pounds, it is claimed, yield 148 ounces of 
gold. 

It is stated that Bonderoll' and Greekoff 
would have led tho revolt of the troops at 
Silistria, but, fearing to cross the Danube 
owing to tho (lowing ice, they scuta fisher- 
man on ahead with secret instructions for 
tho commander of the garrison. The 
fisherman, either by accident or design, 
took the papers to the prefect of the town 
instead of to the commander. 

The London Telegraph, commenting on 
the discbarge of Draughtsman Ferry from 
tho Chatham navy yard, says: "If the 
charge that the Ferry revelations went 
indirectly to tho American legation be 
true, and it bo proved that tho govern- 
ment at Washington surreptitiously tried 
to bribe a Mritisb officer to turn traitor, a 
violent wave of indignation will go over 
thu country. 

A special from Laredo, Tex., on tho 
17th inst., says: At a point a milo above 
this city, a boy was crossing the Rio 
Grande in a skiff, and when ho was twen- 
ty feet from the Mexican shore a customs 
guard fired on him, killing him. The 
shooting was witnessed from the American 
side. The boy had about si\. bits' worth 
of contraband goods ill the skill'. Mexican 
officials promptly arrested the guard on a 
charge of murder. 

In an interview at Rome Cardinal (iib- 
bons said that his and Straniero's reports, 
although published through a wonderful 
stroke of newspaper enterprise, WO£0 in 
tho first instance confidential. Tho car- 
dinal said: "I am, and ever shall be, an 
enemy of the plutocracy of soulless cor- 
porations and men. The Catholic church 
will take the side of tho weaker against 
the st ronger in this instance. There is no 
question of secret societies. Powderly 
and many other of the chiefs are good 
Catholics. Above all I wish it known 
that there is no essential divergence be- 
tween myself and the archbishop of Que- 
bec on tho subject."

RETALIATION. 

Canadians Who Are Net Afralil of tlie New 
haw. 

Montkbal, March 4, — There was con- 
siderable discussion on the streets to-day 
over thu passage of the Edmunds Retalia- 
tion bill by both houses of congress and 
the signing of it by the president. The 
heads of the various railways .all state that 
they did not anticipate any interference 
with tho international train service as the 
result of the retaliation measures. 
Traffic Manager < )lds of the Can- 
adian Pacific railroad said : " I re- 
gard tho whole question as one 
of marine interest, confined to a limited 
area and only connected with the 
fishing question. My opinion is that 
if arrangements are made for regular ocean 
service to other markets for cured fish, (he 
Canadian fishing industries would ohly 
Buffer temporarily, 1 cannot imagine that 
the bill has boon passed except for politi- 
cal purposes. Business inquiries from the 
ijniteil Shatos are coining in just the same 
as before and I do not anticipate that any 
difficulty will arise respecting shipments 
of ordinary freight. There is a possibili- 
ty that certain annoyances may grow out 
of customs transactions but I do not think 
this would last long. "

Paris, March 2. — General Boulanger 
has decided that in future no officer in the 
arnfy shall bo allowed to have in his serv- 
ice any foreigner of either sex.

COUNTY DEFAULTERS. 

barge Shortage of Present uml Former County 
Onicers. 

(Special to This Colonist.) 
Chicago, March 10. — The Times' Otta- 
wa special says: Ail attorney lias been 
conducting an investigation quietly lately 
which resulted in tho exposure of the fact 
that several ex-county officers are short in 
their accounts and then names are to be 
presented to a grand jury for indictment. 
The shortage of ex-Treasurer Raymond is 
put at not less than §20,000. The pres- 
ent incumbent's is half that amount. The 
shortage of ex-Sherilf Milligan is over 
¥20,000, Of the probate clerks, Stoca- 
ledger and Bartcl's shortages arc placed 
at $3,000, or more, each. It is thought 
that Raymond, Hoffman, Bartols and 
Milligan will bo indicted. Ex-County 
clerk Stockledgor is in California and can- 
not 'be indicted because his offense was 
committed more than three years ago. 
Some other parties of prominence will 
also lie caught and indicted. 



BEECHEB'S FUNERAL. 

The Thirteenth Regiment Will Act as an 15§- 
cort— Fears for Mrs. Beecher. 

New York, March !). — Arrangements 
for the funeral of the late Henry Ward 
Beecher are not yet completed, but it has 
been decided that it shall be public. The 
services at the house are to he strictly 
private, in compliance with the will of the 
family. The services will bo conducted 
by Or. C. H. Hall, an old friend of the 
family. None but the family will be ad- 
mitted to these services, which will be of 
the simplest nature. Tho body will be 
escorted to the Plymouth Church, at the 
conclusion of the family service, by the 
thirteenth regiment of Brooklyn, of which 
Beecher was chaplain. 

The regiment will pass before (he body, 
which will be laid in front of the platform'; 
and tho regiment will then bo dismissed 
and will leave company "O," which is 
known as the Plymouth company, and is 
composed chiefly of members of Beocher's 
congregation, to remain on guard while 
the body is laid in state in the church. 
The church will remain open all day 
Thursday and Friday and tho members of 
the congregation will have the privilege of 
passing before the body. 

On Friday the church will he thrown 
opon to the public. This course has been 
rendered necessary in consequence of tho 
extent of the friends and admirers of the 
divine. The citizens' committee, of which 
ex-Mayor Seth Lowe is chairman, will 
have charge of the body until interment 
on .Saturday. 

Brooklyn buildings to-day are draped in 
mourning. The municipal buildings and 
the court house and public buildings and 
stores are being heavily draped in black. 
Many private residences are also draped. 
Nearly every prominent organization in 
the city of Brooklyn h,as met and passed 
resolutions expressive of grief at the loss 
<>f the eminent divine. The public schools 
will probably be closed on tho day of tho 
funeral, and many merchants intend to 
close their stoics. 

The body was embalmed to-night. The 
face was not pinched but it had flattened 
out much. Mrs. Beecher was taken out 
by a friend for relief on a drive this after- 
noon, but soon returned thoroughly ex- 
hausted. Fears are entertained that sho 
will not long survive her husband.

THE BRITISH LIBERALS. 

Hlliiilllcance of Hlr George Otto Trttvelyau's 
Recent Speech. 

London, March 4. — Sir George Otto 
Trevelyay's impressive speech last night 
at the dinner of the Devonshire club was 
made under the belief that it would not ' 
be reported. A summary, nevertheless, 
appears in tho JJaily News, or rather 
selections of such sentences as arc likely 
to bo most disagreeable to the govern'ti •tit" 
What Sir George Trevelyan said does not 
go much beyond his Aberdeen letter, but 
one expression is important. Between 
tho two sections of tho liberal party he 
declared that the differences are imagin- 
ary and belong to the past, while 
their points of agreement are 
real and tangible. If the Gladstone bills 
were laid aside, leading liborals on both 
sides could agree on a comprehensive 
and thorough scheme for the settlement 
of the Irish question. Sir George Treve- 
lyan has moved on toward Gladstone's 
position, but no other leading liberal- 
unionist soonis disposed to keep step with 
him. Ono of Gladstone's chief allies, dis- 
cussing the subject yesterday, laid bare, I 
think, the real feeling on that sido. "No 
effective union of the party," ho Bays, "is 
possible until Lord Hartington is prepar- 
ed to come to terms, arid there is no sign 
whatever of any meeting of minds between 
him and Gladstone." A letter from 
Gladstone to the "Baptist" makes a new 
point. It is thought to bo uncompromis- 
ing in tone and possibly desponding in its 
doubt as to whether tho writer himself 
shall see the end of tho Irish struggle. 



MAINLAND NEWS. 

(Columbian.) 
Sheriff Armstrong, as returning officer, 
declared the result of the poll as follows: 
"Donald Chisholni, 5:i:l; T, .). Trapp, 
2o8; majority for Chisholni, 21)5." Mr. 
Ohisholm then stopped forward and made 
a short speech. Ho felt no enmity to- 
wards his opponents. He would fullil his 
promises (luring bis canvass, and was 
thankful for the honor done him in his 
election.

CRUELTY IN THE SOUDAN. 

Brlglit's Charges Against British Soldiers 
Denied by Wolseley. 

London, March 4. — Something like a 
deadlock lias been reached on Bright's 
charges against the British troops of cruel- 
ty in the Soudan. Bright, on being asked, 
declined either to explain or withdraw bis 
charges, and Lord Wolseley reiterates his 
denials of them. Public opinion is strong 
on Lord Wolseley's side, and so it is on 
another and more serious point which he 
touched yesterday. Wolseley had often 
said in private, and now affirms publicly, 
that the expedition for the relief of Gen- 
eral Gordon might and ought to havo 
started two months earlier than it did. In 
that event, had (Jonend Stewart or Col- 
onel Burnaby remained alive, Gordon 
would have been rescued. Tho latter is 
a fatal criticism on Sir Charles Wilson, 
who hung back three days instead of 
pushing on to Khartoum. 

CRAWF0RD-MLKE SCANDAL. 

TU« Hissing Kauny Found In Kent -Some 
Curious Communications. 

London, March 4. — "Fanny" lias been 
found. Since the Crawford- Dilko trial 
she has been living with her husband, 
under an assumed name, in a village in 
Kent. Hor whereabouts was disclosed 
by an anonymous letter alleging that 
some curious communications had passed 
between her and Sir Charles Dilkc. The 
address given proved to bo correct. The 
CJueeii's proctor was informed of the dis- 
covery and asked to make a statement of 
this testimony for future use, if needed, 
but he declined. Sir Charles Dilkc and 
his solicitors were then given an oppor- 
tunity to bo present when this evidence 
wtis taken down by the other aide, but 
they also declined, and there tho matter 
rcBta for t.ho present.

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PROGKESS AND REVENUE. 

The advances the province lias made 
sinco the present government inaugurated 
their policy of progress are most satisfac- 
tory. Under the fostering care of the ad- 
ministration thousands of acres of land 
hitherto idle have been brought into mar- 
ket. Public works of large importance 
have been pushed to successful completion. 
Immigrants have been assisted to the 
country or guided to desirable locations. 
Mining enterprises and prospecting parties 
have been encouraged. Schools have 
been established wherever demanded by 
the growing population. Prosperity is 
almost universal ; and in a thousand and 
ono other ways the effects of a progressive 
and enlightened course have been develop- 
ed in a manner most satisfactory to the 
country. In bringing about this condition 
of atlairs all existing sources of revenue 
have boen severely strained, and in some 
instances the outgo has overlapped the in- 
eomo in a very marked degree. This will 
bo soen by reference to the public accounts 
which show an overdraft by some g^oO.OOO, 
being only $50,000 less than the loan of 
$300,000 authorized by the late house 
at its expiring session, which loan will bo 
found altogether inadequate to meet the 
claims that must bo discharged by the 
government if their progressive policy is 
to bo further developed. Of course, if 
the ministry wero content to fold their 
hands and do nothing except squeeze the 
last dime out of taxpayers to meet salar- 
ies,, while roads and streets and bridges 
wore alio ived to fall into decay, tlio pre- 
sent financial revenues would be ample. 
But the members of the house are fresh 
from their constituencies who have en- 
dorsed the policy of the government .and 
are anxious that the work of improvement 
shall go on. It is "money that makes the 
mare go;" and money only will effect im- 
provements that are necessary, but which 
are beyond the ability of existing sources 
of revenue to secure. It follows, there- 
fore, that if progression is to continue to 
be the ordor of the day — if roads are to be 
made, bridges built nn<\ schools estab- 
lished — if railway construction is to be 
stimulated and mining development en- 
couraged—then it follows that larger 
moans to attain thoso desirable ends will 
have to be placed within the reach of the 
house. Whether those means should be 
provided through a loan or through an 
increase of taxation, wo do not now pre- 
tend to say; but it is not the less certain 
that if the country is to continue to go 
ahead, the time has arrived when an en- 
hanced revenue has become necessary. 



THE EMPIRE IS PEACE. 

The Emperor William assured the Gor- 
man Reichstag that the empire is peace. 
The Reichstag has voted for the proposed 
increase of the army. Armed at all points, 
with an ami} as largo as if a state of war 
actually existod, it is expected that 
peace will be preserved. Meantime bills 
will be presented to the Reiohstag creating 
now sources of revenue, which is, of 
course, another term for new and 
hoavior taxes. The only thing that is 
cortain about European politics is that 
this sort of thing cannot long continue. 
There is not a country in Europe, except 
Great Britain, that is living on its 
revenues. Not only are new sources of 
rovonuo boing croatod, but new loans are 
effected to meet deficiencies. The inter- 
est on public debts is not only consuming 
a largo portion of the current revenues, 
but it is. a charge that is steadily increas- 
ing. European statesmen bhmdor along, 
imagining themselves great because their 
diplomacy puts off the (lay of reckoning. 
Nearly all the public burdens are the 
creation of the last century, and their 
magnitude is such that taxes are imposed 
beyond tho ability of tho people to pay. 
An end to this reckless policy must soon 
become visible. 



Angora (Maine and Loire), for instance. 
Tho place was no longer recognizable, 
what, with its new handsome square, its 
airy suburb, "Lo Qiiartier Victor Hugo," 
its educational buildings, :vnd other im- 
provements too numerous to mention. Tho 
little town of Saumur, Eugenie Grandet's 
home, has undergone a transformation no 
less startling. The entire region of La 
Vendee, thanks to the unsparing expen- 
diture of tho most pacific and liberal gov- 
ernment Franco has over enjoyed, is 
metamorphosed in the same way. Ten 
years ago 1 traversed it by diligence, and 
very behindhand, I found it in many res- 
pects. Now, railways have been opened in 
all directions, schools have been built for 
both sexes in the most remote districts 
in fact, no outlay spared for the promo- 
tion of industry and the benefit of the 
people generally. Fontenay-le-Oinnto, in 
the very heart of La Vendee, is another 
striking instance in point. Formerly this 
little town, with its picturesque but nar- 
row streets, was quite lost to the world. 
It is now a handsome, airy, spacious 
town, with new, commodious railway sta- 
tion, schools and other public buildings. 
Tho great importance attached to the 
education of women is shown by the erec- 
tion of thoso handsome "Ecoles Normales 
pour jtienos lilies," the training Bchools 
for female teachers we find in every largo 
town or city, all of recent date. In i'ncl, 
wherever you go in France— and my an- 
nual visits among French friends take me 
east, west, north, south— you come upon 
evidence of a pacific government and a 
pacific people', My only wonder is (hat 
tho most credulous readers can for a 
moment believe the hocus-pocuses of the 
Daily Nttivs. What Franco desires is 
peace. M. Henri Mart'n's fourteenth 
volume of his French history was not 
written in vain. Even the peasant knows 
tho cruel irony conveyed in that word 
"Oloire," which the Due d'Aumahi made 
uso of the other day. 

THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 

A writer in tho London Economist finds 
that since 1872 the consumption of wheat 
per capita in Great Britain has decreased 
about 9.8 per cent. In the three years 
from 1872 to 1874 the consumption aver- 
aged :S7;5 pounds for each inhabitant at a 
cost of about §51. 20. In the three years 
from 1884 to 188(1 the consumption aver- 
aged only .'i.'>7 pounds, costing about £5.(10. 
It is evident that the decrease in con- 
sumption would have been still greater 
but for the drop in price, which made the 
cost to the consumer 3'J per cent less. 
This is the result of hard times. A like 
change, in a greater or less degree, has 
been going on in continental Europe. The 
reduction in the English consumption 
amounts to about 20,000,000 bushels an- 
nually, and in that of tho continent to 
about 70,000,000. The San Frahoisco 
Bulletin says that official reports of pro- 
duction in 188(J are at hand for Great 
Britain, Franco, Germany, Hungary, 
Russia, Italy, India, Australia and Can- 
ada. The aggregate is about 81,000,000 
bushels less than in 1885. The United 
States, however, produced 100,000,000 
bushels more than in 1885, bo that dis- 
regarding possible changes in the yield of 
minor countries the aggregate for 188G 
was about 19,000,000 greater than in 1885. 
The interesting question to that country 
is what, ifa ny, increase of foreign demand 
for wheat may be expected. Low prices 
favor large exports and the returns show 
that the exports from the United, States 
for the last six months of 1S8C. and Jan- 
uary 1887, including flour reduced to 
terms of wheat, foot up about 91, 000,000 
bushels of wheat, against about 46,000,000 
for the corresponding period of 1885-80. 
Considering that the supply outside of the 
United States is 81,000,000 less than in 
1885, it seems reasonable to infer that if 
prices are not materially raised a further 
increase of 13(1,000,000 bushels may occur 
during the remainder of the crop year, 
arid that the total exports for the crop year 
may reach about 175,000,000 bushels. It, 
is known that tho surplus for export in 
that country is about 198,000,000 bushels, 
which would, on tho above calculation, 
leave about 23,000,000 bushels in excess 
of home demands. War in Europe may 
suddenly change all conclusions. 

Norwegian Finland occupies the 
north-western extremity of Europe, and 
although the country is dreary and only 
thinly inhabited, there is a possibility of 
its being the scone of a coiillict bet ween 
two important countries. It. is said that 
Russian agents are now stirring up strife 
among these northern Mongolians, in 
order to find a pretext for seizing their 
territory. The land would not be much 
of an addition to the Muscovian territory. 
But it would cost, an expenditure of blood 
and treasure sufficient to purchase several 
big states of Central Asia. When once 
aroused tho Norwegians .are desperate 
lighters, and upon their own ground they 
would bo more than a match for any army 
which the czar at this time could spare to 
send against them. But Russia's ambition 
to extend her borders will not hesitate to 
(hire any chances, and in this quarter 
may lead her into a conflict in which all 
victories will be worse than defeat, 



PEACE EXPENDITURE IN FRANCE. 

Wo have hoard a groat deal lately about 
the. enormous war expenditure of France; 
hero is something about tho equally pro 
digious peace expenditure, which a corns 
spondent latoly rotunied from France 
sends the Pall Mall Gazette: If ono fact 
more than another was needed to bespeak 
the pacific intentions of Franco and the 
French. people, it is the lavish expendi- 
ture of the government on works of peace 
and public utility. Now, is it at all likely 
that a stato bout on what must bo the 
costliost war tho modern world has soon, 
would spond millions of franca upon such 
works as tho erection of training-schools 
for femalo teachers, communal schools, 
new railway Btations, tho intersection of 
rural districts remote from the frontier by 
railways— Brittany, for instanco— the em- 
bellishment and oulaigomont of towns 
and cities, and so on ? I happened last 
autumn to rpvisit cortain parts of west- 
central and Boutlwestem Franco after an 
interval of ten yearn. The changes 1 
found ftra_uiamj)oufl.

TWO PRELATES. 

Plana for Conferring the Hat on Cardinals Gib- 
bons and Taschereau. 

Rome, March 4. -Tho public consistory, 
at which Cardinal Gibbons and Cardinal 
Tascliorea.ii, of (Quebec, will bo hatted, has 
been fused for March 17th. Three days 
previous to that date a secret consistory 
will be held in the Sola Ducalo, without 
the presence of the American cardinals. 
His holiness had determined to postpone 
the consistory to March 23rd or there- 
abouts, in deference to tlio death of Car- 
dinal . Jacobini; but, as will be seen, 
he has thought host not to defer the cere- 
mony. 

At the meeting no reference was' made 
to the relation of the labor organizations 
to the church in America, nor will any- 
thing be said for or against Father Mu- 
Glynn. Both these matters will be settled 
previously by the Vatican through Cardi- 
nal Simeoni. it is expected that the Pre- 
fects of the Propaganda Fide will shortly 
receive certain papers from Archbishop 
Konrick of St. Louis and from the Arch- 
bishop of Santa F6, in which thoy defend 
their action in voting against the interests 
of the KniglrTa of Labor at the late Third 
Plenary Council. ( >iio of the latest rumors 
is that Cardinal Tindaro, lately elevated 
to the Sacred College, is to be made papal 
secretary of state. Cardinal Tindaro bo- 
longs to the Silician nobility. Ho was 
formerly auditor and secretary of the papal 
mission at Madrid, when the cardinal, 
then Monsignor Simeoni, was Nuncio 
there. Ho is highly esteemed for his 
great learning and pio'.y. 

During the jubilee to ho hold hero next 
year in commemoration of the fiftieth an- 
niversary of Pope Leo's reception into the 
priesthood, a number of saints will bo 
canonized to memorialize the event. 
Among these will be three Jesuits, viz. : 
"Blessed" John Berchnians, "Blessed" 
Alphonseus Rodriguez, and "Blessed" 
Peter Claver. The saints were made 
"blessed" some time ago. As to the actual 
ceremonies of canonization, there is noth- 
. ing very striking beyond what is ordered 
for all grand papal masses, etc. 



MOTHER ANGELA'S DEATH. 

Her Work lit the Cause of Education and 
Charity. 

Indianapolis, March 4. — The Jcnmxal't 
South Bend (hid.,) special reports that 
Mother Angela, 0*10 of the must widely 
known women in this country, died very 
suddenly to-day at St. Mary's Academy, 
an educational institution for females 
which she founded in 185U.it Notre Dame. 
Mother Angela was a niece of Thomas 
Ewing, and was educated with her cousin, 
now the wife of General Sherman, at 
Georgetown convent. She was also a 
cousin of Jamos G. Blaine, both being 
born in the same house in Brownsville, 
Pa., and passing their earlier years to- 
gether. During her Washington life 
Mother Angela, then Miss Elvira Gillespie, 
was a much-courted belle, noted for her 
learning and wit, "When twenty -six years 
old she left, society, joined the order of 
Sisters of the Holy Cross, and, coming to 
South Bend, where there had already been 
founded the University of Notre Dame, 
she established the St. Mary's Academy. 
In 1870 she became the Mother Superior 
of the order Toi tin- United States. Dur- 
ing the war *jut .le\ .led most of her time 
to esfobhshitig hospitals. As Mother 
Superior, she founded a number of female 
academies throughout the country. 



MORE BOODLE ALDERMEN. 

Specific Charges of Crookedness Made at 
Montreal. 

New York, Fob. 25.— The Tribune's 
Montreal special of Feb. 24th says: An 
evening paper here publishes the state- 
ment that a "boodle combine" exists 
among the aldonnen in the city council 
for the purpose of levying blackmail upon 
contractors, and, in fact, upon everyone 
who wants their influence. The paper 
makes the following specific charges: That 
Nolan Delisle, desiring to got an altera- 
tion in the plan of the city, affecting his 
property, was blackmailed to the extent of 
$1000; that the Royal Electric Company 
paid $10,000 to obtain votes for its con- 
tract with the city; that $4000 was 
subscribed by the people interested in 
abattoir schemes, on the demand of a go- 
between, for the purpose of influencing 
the votes of aldermen; that the St. Law- 
rence sugar refinery, desiring to lay a 
water pipe from its works to the canal, 
was blackmailed to the extent of £1500 in 
order to buy the votes of aldermen to 
sanction the opening of the streets. That 
the scheme is well organized appears pro 
bably from the fact .that some outsiders 
are employed in the work. ( hie of those 
outsiders is a Canadian legislator and an- 
othor a real estate agent. 'These two men 
appear to act as go-betweens and "boodle 
distributors." The ••combine" is said to 
be like its New York prototype on a small 
scale. J_ _ 

AN AMERICAN' NAVY. 

It is stated that a government vessel 
now being built by the Messrs. Cramp of 
Philadelphia is being constructed upon a 
model drawn in England, and it is an open 
secret that in all our navy yards English 
plans and models are furnished for the 
uso of naval constructors and their assist- 
ants. 

Not Tory long since a breeze was raised 
by the charge, openly made, and, we be- 
lieve, never denied, that, an officer in the 
American navy was in the pay of foreign 
gunmakers and manufacturers of muni- 
tions of war, and that he was using his 
position as an officer of this government 
to foist upon us foreign implements of war 
at the expense of our own manufacturers. 

In addition to thin, the democratic 
party has made a persistent effort to re- 
move or materially reduco the import 
duty on stool plates for armored vessels, 
in order to preserve the fiction merely of 
building our own .war ships, when in fact 
thoy would simply bo put toguther here. 

Things have certainly come to a pretty 
pass when the Unibed Status is compelled 
to go to England to learn how to build 
ships, or ovon to procure the materials 
from which they are to bo built. Can it 
b« that the nation that invented the Bal- 
timore clipper, that perfected the clipper 
Bhip, tliat built the America anil tlio Puri- 
tan, that put the lirftt ironclad into the 
water, has to confess that the hand of the 
naval constructors has lost its cunning 
and that tho nation of progress must ho 
content to sail along in Job.fi Mull's wake, 
asorvilo imitator of naval design and con- 
struction?—^. F. QlvrmMt.

PROM THE SEAT OF WAR. 

Sergeant Campbell Arrives Down with a Num- 
ber of Specials. 

Sergt. Campbell and thirteen of tho 
Vancouver special provincial police arriv- 
ed down on the Louise last evening. Tho 
Bergeant reports everything quiet and the 
weather so wet that it was exceedingly un- 
pleasant for the specials. The force is 
quartered in the building formerly occu- 
pied as the Sunnysido hotel, and detach- 
ments have to march from this point a 
couple of miles to where the Chinese are 
camped on the Brighouse estate. The 
railway grade has to he travelled a portion 
of the way and the mud is almost knee- 
deep. About forty Chinese have returned 
ho far, but the wet weather precludes all 
possibility of work. " Detachments have 
four hours on duty and four hours off. 

Sergt,. Campbell said he was glad to get 
back to Victoria. There was no open 
hostility toward the specials, but they 
were treated to plenty of jeers and un- 
pleasant remarks at over}' opportunity 
afforded, and while one of the discharged 
fourteen was proceeding to the wharf 
hu was struck by a rotten apple 
thrown by some individual who 
could nut bo detected. The sergeant 
thinks that as soon as the provincial 
police are entirely withdrawn there is a 
danger that the Chinese will bo subjected 
tut ho same treatment as before— in fact, men 
on the streets have openly stated that 
such would prove to ho tho case. "They 
are neaily all anti-Chinese in sentiment," 
said tho sergeant, "but 1 noticed that 
Chinamen passed through the streets with 
great bundles of clothes for tho purpose of 
washing them. A Tyheo Chinaman the 
ther day tried in three stores to purchase 
a rubber coat, but was refused the article, 
Ho got ahead of them, howovor, for at 
the last place he asked a white man at the 
door to purchase the coal, for him. This 
was done and the Chinaman was greatly 
pleased at his own shrewdness. Don't 
know whether the white man got a com- 
mission or in it. " 

Fourteen of the specials have boon paid 
off, thus reducing tho force to twenty men. 
It is nut known when tho balance will re- 
turn. _

Mr. Orr moved, Whereas the election 
of members to tho legislative assembly 
took place on the 7th of .July last, and 
the Hon. John Rohson, provincial secre- 
tary, minister of finance and agriculture, 
and minister of mines, was a candidate for 
election to represent tho district of New 
Westminster; and whereas the documents 
submitted by tho public accounts com- 
mittee show that tho said John Robaon 
acted as chief commissioner of lands and 
works, and gave orders for tho expendi- 
ture of large sums of public money upon 
the roads and bridges throughout that 
district, during the time ho was traveling 
through the constituency soliciting the 
votes and support of tho electors, and 
that such orders wore recognized by tho 
lands and works department, and tho 
money was paid out of tho treasury.

an improper person to act as a member of 
the execut ive council and an adviser of his 
honor the lieutenant-governor. 

The mover claimed that the provincial 
secretary had illegally authorized the ex- 
penditure of money upon public works, 
and had let contracts for these works 
without: tenders. Undue influence bad 
been used by him with the electors, to 
say nothing of direct promises made, to 
obtain votes. The provincial secretary's 
actions were illegal according to the Act 
of 1880; hehad no authority for assum- 
ing the functions of commissioner ef lands 
and works, 

Mr. Ladner would not t ire thu patience of 
the house with an account of t he maimer 
in which the provincial secretary carried 
on his canvass. At one • place he talked 
roads ami politics,;. and at other places 
politics and roads.- (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Rohson said that if the only 
consideration involved in tho resolution 
now before the house were those persons, 
(the mover _and seconder) parliamentary 
ettiquette compelled him to designate his 
"honorable colleagues," he would have 
treated the whole matter with that silent 
contempt it deserved; but he perhaps 
owed it to honorable members in the 
house and the public outside to offer a 
few words in explanation. In doing so, 
however, he felt as if an apology were due 
tho house for tho. time occupied 
in the discussion of matters connected with 
the election in his district. But the re- 
sponsibility of that rested with his two 
colleagues (Messrs. Orr and Ladner) who 
appeared to conceive thoir sole ini&sion to 
bo to villify,misr.epreseiitand persecute him. 
The honorable gentleman then proceeded 
to explain the circumstances under which 
ho arranged road work in his district last 
summer, showing that tho very same 
course was pursued as on previous 
occasions, with this difference that 
last year he carefully abstained from 
promising anything till after tho election 
was over. He met thesettlors and openly 
discussed their wants, and did his best, in 
company with the road superintendent 
and surveyor, to ascertain where and how 
the appropriations could be spent to secure 
the greatest good to the greatest number, 
and he felt confident the great bulk of the 
settlers were satisfied with tho result, and 
would not thank his colleagues for the 
course they were pursuing— a course 
assuredly not in the true interest of that 
important constituency. He concluded 
(amid cheers) by exposing tho 
true inwardness of Mr. Orr's personal 
rancor, anil administered to that gentle- 
man a scatlitiig he is not likely soon to for- 
get. (Loud applause, ) 

Mr. Bole said if there wore any grounds 
for these charges the resolution was a 
proper one to bring. The speaker pro- 
ceeded at considerable length in question- 
able language to denounce the provincial 
secretary, frequently using such words as 
"lie," "liar," '•thief," "blackguard," 
"pig," "grunt," "squeal," etc. He ac- 
cused the honorable gent leman of having 
been removed from the position of pay- 
master of the C. I'. R. 

Hon. Mr. Rohson — The position of pay- 
master of the U. P. K. was abolished. 
When that was done 1 was paid a bonus of 
#!J00 over and above my salary (applause). 

Hon. filr. Davio said, however much 
we might differ in our political opinions, 
it certainly should not go si- far as to dis- 
play tho personal animosity and bitter- 
ness which had been shown on t ho floor 
of the house to-day. It might bo con- 
sidered that ho was prejudiced in tho 
viow ho should take on this matter, but 
he' certainly thought tiio charges wore un- 
justifiable and inexcusable, and unworthy 
of tho member who made them, He 
pointed out that tho honorable provincial 
secretary, as a member of the district and 
one of his honor's ministers, was perfectly 
Competent to speak with the settlers of 
his district respecting improvements 
which they desired. He quoted Judge 
Ritchie as authority to show that there 
was nothing improper in promises 
made by a minister seeking election ho 
long as those promises were not limited b 
only those who support him. If bo did 
that ho would be leaving the proper path 
but in all the charges put forward nothing 
like this had been suggested. He was 
very sorry that a resolution of this kind 
had over been brought forward in this 
house, and he thought if unworthy of tho 
honorable gentleman who introduced it. 
(Applause,) 

Mr. Grant thought: the provincial secre- 
tary ought to bu condemned. Mr. Duck 
had stated at last session that all tho dry 
dock money had been spent while the pro- 
vincial secretary had stated in his canvass 
that there was §102,000 to be expended 
upon tho mainland yet. 

Mr. Theodore Davio said that if tho 
honorable the provincial secretary had not 
had a single friend in the house before 
tho commencement of this discussion, the 
tirade of untruthful abiiso to which that 
honorable gentleman had been subjected 
this afternoon, would have enlisted every 
right thinking man in the house ns his 
advocate. Thu charges were unsupported 
by ovon a shadow of evidence, and those 
making them had evidently no belief in 
thoir truth, any more than thu voters for 
tho district-— any of tho needy of whom — 
could have exacted from tho gentleman 
attacked a penalty of §500 for bribery by 
substantiating a prosecution for bribeiy, 
in which no doubt the philanthropic mem- 
ber for New Westminster city, who 
was a lawyer, would have given 
his, services gratis. All that was charged 
against the provincial secretary was 
that he had caused needed pub- 
,>v.;. ■ J ;. 



lie works to bo undertaken in the 
district for which ho was a member, 
and if that was undue influence or bribory 
all that he (Mr. Davie) could say waB that 
he wished a little moie of thut kind of 
corrupt practice had been adopted in the 
district of Victoria city. The members 
for New Westminster city and district 
were making a rabid attack upon his hon- 
orable friend for causing the expenditure 
of public moneys in that section, and well 
might the constituents of those gontlemon 
cry to be saved from such frionds as they. 
Mr. Davio ridiculed tho junior member 
for New Westminster, sitting by and sup- 
porting tho leader of the opposition, a 
gentleman whom ho despised not a whit 
less than ho appeared to hate tho provin- 
cial secretary. (Applause,) 

Mr. Beaven, in a moderate speech, said 
the facts sot forth in the preamble of the 
resolution had been established. Ho 
claimed that the proper course had boon 
taken in bringing this matter before tho 
house. 

Mr. Dunsmuir observed that a greatdeal 
of vindictivonoas had boon shown in bring- 
ing up this resolution; Every member 
who represented a country district had to 
give a largo amount of attention to the 
roads, and it was not to bo wondered at if 
the people of Now Westminster having a 
member of the government representing 
them should expect more attention than 
otherwise. Ho would bo tho, last to 
favor tho provincial secretary if he believed 
that he had bribed tlio electors, hut he 
was sure nothing of tho kind had been 
done, us the electors themselves would tes- 
tify if asked to do so. 

Mr. Seiuliu said all thu charges had 
been fully proved, but the mechanical 
majority were always ready to "white 
wash" any member of tho government.- ( 

Mr. MoCeeso told how the provincial 
secretary would hot buy his flour when he 
was paymaster for tho C. P. R., because 
ho was in sympathy with the Walkeiu 
Beaven government. (Laughter.) 

filr. Martin pointed out that personal 
grievances of the members of the opposi- 
tion were at the bottom of this dis 
mission. The grievance of tho junior 
member for New Westminster was that" he 
could not get a few lots that he want ed at 
Granville, (Applause.) The grievance 
of the member for Cariboo was that he 
could not get clear of a little second-hand 
Hour. (Loud laughter.) As to election 
promises he had heard filr. Humphreys 
making some very loud complaints-. Some 
years ago when an election was coming 
off at Yale. Mr. Humphrey's was sent up 
to. try and win the seat, the government 
of tho day agreeing to pay his expenses! ; 

Mr. Beaven — 1 call the honorable gen- 
tleman to oidor. I did not. 1 never paid 
a dollar for such a purpose. 

Mr. Martin-— You "did not." That 
was the very thing "Tom'-' complained of 
(Loud laughter and applause.) 

Col. Baker was of opinion that the 
courts offered all the machinery required 
for testing a matter of this kind. That 
was the proper course to have pursued 
instead of ask ing the house- to waste its 
time in a dismission of tins kind. 

Mr. Orr, in closing the dohato, said he 
was informed by a person now in the city 
that the attorney-general would not have 
secured his election had ho not promised 
the construction of a bridge across the 
Eraser where it would benefit only a few 
people. 

Hon. Mr. Davie asked if the honorable 
gentleman would be kind enough to give 
the person's name. 

Mr. Orr— 1 am not compelled t o give it. 

Mr. Allen said so far from a bridge be- 
ing promised Mr. Davie had stated ho did 
not think tho bridge could be built for 
some time. 

The resolution on being put to a vote 
was lost, the eight members of the op- 
position only voting in its favor. All tin 
other members with the exception of tin 
premier, wlio was absent, voted against it. 

Mr. Davie presented it report from the 
railway committee. 

House adjourned till 2 p. -m. on Friday
